WATER SUPPLY. 


I am indebted to the Council's Water Engineer for the following 
report upon the Water Supply of the District for the past Year. 


(1) The water supply to the area was not entirely satisfactory during 
the period under review as it was not possible to maintain an un- 
interrupted supply to the Shaldon area owing to the inadequacy of 
the supply mains. The Council are, however, taking steps to 
improve the situation but it is unlikely that it will be possible 
to guarantee an uninterrupted supply to this District,particularly 
during the Summer months, until additional trunk mains have been 
laid from Netherton to Shaldon. 


(2) One hundred and twenty four samples of water were sent for 
bacteriological analysis, of which five showed contamination, 
which was remedied by treatment. 


(3) There is no evidence that the water has any plumbo-solvent action 
and during the period the pH value has been raised consequent 
upon improved lime dosage arrangements made by the Paignton Water 
Department at the source. 


(4) Haldon Spring has not been used for supply purposes during the 
period and whilst the connection to the Reservoir remains it is 
not intended to use it except in cases of extreme emergency. 


(5) The population supplied from the Public Water Mains on the 
Slst. December 1952, direct to houses, was estimated to be 10,750. 
The total number of Dwellings at the same time was 3,407. The 
total consumption of water for the year was 174,494,110 gallons.

INSPECTIONS AND VISITS. 


During the Year 2,821 inspections and visits have been made in 
connection with Official Duties. These are divided as follows :- 


Inspections re Nuisances, Housing, etc. 1515 
Inspections of Food Premises, etc. 182 
Inspections of Factories and Workplaces. 73 
Visits in connection with Rats and Mice Infestations. 849 
Visits in connection with Refuse and Salvage. 518 
Visits in connection with Infectious Diseases, etc. 84 


DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE. 


The built-up portion of the District is sewered and with the 
exception of a few out-lying houses and farms, which are removed 
from such sewers, the whole of the houses in the District discharge 
to pipe sewers which are connected, via storage tanks and pumping 
stations, to two controlled outlets at the mouth of the River Teign. 


FOOD INSPECTION. 


There are now no licensed or registered slaughter-houses in 
the District and all meat is brought to the Town from the Ministry 
of Food Slaughter-house at Newton Abbot, etc.. During the Year 
182 visits have been paid to food premises and 592 packets and tins 
of various foodstuffs, weighing 1056 lbs. have been condemned.

making a total weight of 1,397 lbs. condemned as unfit for human 
food. No legal action was necessary in regard to any of the above. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL. 


This is under the Control of the Public Health Department. 
Collection of refuse ( once weekly from Private Houses and twice 
weekly from Hotels and Boarding Houses ) is executed by two"Karrier 
Bantam" Refuse Vehicles, with assistance by the Surveyor or hired 
lorries. Tipping,by controlled methods, is at the Council's Tip 
at Broadmeadow, which it is proposed eventually to convert to an 
extensive levelled area, capable of accommodating football grounds, 
cricket pitches, tennis courts, etc-., which are badly needed in 
the District. 


HOUSING. 


During the Year 29 new Housing Units havo been erected and 
occupied on the Council's Housing Estatastet Coombe Valley and at 
Ringmore, Shaldon. In addition 17 new Tenants have been accom- 
modated in Requisitioned Premises or in vacated Council Houses. 
As far as possible, with the premises available, transfers are 
arranged between Tenants so that the size of the House concerned 
is in proportion to the size of the Family. The list of appli- 
cants for the tenancies of Council premises shows little sign of 
decreasing, but there are few large families now remaining on the 
Council's List and the greater need at the present time is for 
two bedroomed flats to accommodate small families. However, & 
proportion of three bedroomed houses must be built, to accommodate 
mixed families, now and in the future.
